She thought it would be 
better on 'the Newport side' 'because 
she knew all the police of Newport. 
Mrs. Mohr finally said 
she would 


leave that to us. She said 'all you've 
got to do, George, is to stop the car.' 
She told Brown he would get $2,000, 
that I was to get $2,000, and Spell- 
man $1,000. 


"I told Mrs. Mohr I did not want 
to do it. She told me not to be 
afraid, that I could say it was a 
hold-up and to rush to the nearest 
house and tell them that the doctor 
had been held up and shot. The 
murder was planned for the next 
night.

In a great many instances those eggs 
find their way into local groceries 
and placed among others for sale, 
for sale and taken to the grocery. 
As this is usually done on Saturday 
when the grocors are

busy to 


candle the eggs they purchase, 
the 


grocerymen are defrauded and are 
left with many bad eggs. There Is a 
severe penalty against defrauding by 
the sale of bad eggs -and some of 
these days there are liable to be a 
few arrests for the practice.

Columbus, O., Jan. 20.—Ten cent 


sodas and curtailment of the 
great 


glass trade were issues before the 
state board of health at its meeting 
today. 
Glass 
manufacturers and 


representatives of glass makers un- 
ions came here to appear before the 
board and urge revocation 
of the 
older requiring thorough 
steriliza- 


tion of soda water glasses after each 
use. 
The order has been effective 
since January 1, but no steps have 
been taken to prosecute those who 
failed to comply with it. 


In several cities soda fountain 


properties have raised the price of 
soda water five to ten cents. 
They 


say they can not afford to install and 
maintain the boiling water or steam 
vats necessary to sterilize glassware, 
with the five cent price for drinks. 
Many dealers have announced their 
intention of abandoning 
glassware 


and using pajjer cups which can be 
thrown away when used once. 


It is this situation which stirred 


up glass manufacturers and workers. 
They complained to governor Willis 
who asked the board of health to 
give them a hearing. 
They 
were 


ready to protest that the rule is un- 
necessarily strict and to ask its re- 
peal. 
They pointed out 
that 
the 


same requirement is not made in the 
case of beer glassea and that there 
is discrimination against soda foun- 
tains.

WOOD ALCOHOL IN 


TOILET LOTIONS

wood alcohol when used in toilet lo- 
tions was declared today 
by 
the 


state dairy and food bureau. Temp- 
orary or even permanent blindness 
may result from 
external applica- 


tion, 'bureau officials said. 


Many samples ot toilet 
prepara- 


tions containing wood alcohol have 
been collected recently by drug in- 
spectors and 
several prosecutions 


have been based 
on these. 
Hair 


tonics, rubbing lotions for Turkish 
bath nouses and cheap toilet waters 
are the principal preparations found 
to contain wood alcohol. 


The bureau also issued a warning 


against the purchase and 
use of 


"denatured" alcohol to be used for 
rubbing the body after a bath. This 
product consists of 
85 
per 
cent 
gram, or ethyl, alcohol, 10 per cent 
wood, or methyl, alcohol, and 5 per 
cent gasoline, drug inspectors 
ex- 


plained. 
Absorption by the skin of 


part of the 10 per cent wood alco- 
hol may be a dangerous 
factor in 


causing 
blindness. 
Wood alcohol 


when taken into the system affects 
the optic nerve and causes a failure 
of vision in this way. 


Alcohol when "denatured" can not 


be taken internally and consequent- 
ly it avoides the government inter- 
nal revenue tax, which is a large 
item in th.e cost of ordinary grain 
alcohol. 
Because of its cheapness, 


state inspectors explain, it is often 
bought for bathing purposes by per- 
sons ignorant of its dangerous effect 
when applied even externally. The 
authorities recommend 
that 
only 


pure grain alcohol be purchased for 
rubbing 


Wood alcohol is used for fuel, as 


a solvent for paints and varnishes 
and in the manufacture of^dyes.
